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Following is my ongoing master list of all the “classic” (pre-WWII) Felix the 
Cat cartoons together with their survival status— home movie companies 
that rereleased the films, archives that hold the films today, and private 
collectors who presently maintain copies. 

I'd like this master list to be as comprehensive as possible. This means 
that I’m still looking for more complete data on archival holdings and private 
collectors’ prints. For many of the extant titles I list below, I still lack such 
information as library call numbers, film gauge and foot length. 

This is a “living” and constantly updated document; so if you know of a 
print that is not listed in the text below, please tell me so that I may add it in 
the next update of this document. At present, films that still seem to be 
entirely missing are marked in red. But as can be seen, quite a majority of the 
series turn out still to be extant. 

One special element of this project is to chart the development of Felix’s 
co-stars. They were not always consistently named, so I have used the 
recurring names from the later comic strips. This means Felix’s white furred 
girlfriend is always Kitty; Felix’s kittens are Inky and Dinky (and occasionally 
Winky); Felix’s parrot rival is Laura; and and Felix’s mouse enemy is Skiddoo. 

This research project was inspired in 1992 by the published 
filmographies of John Canemaker and the late Denis Gifford, on which the 
two kindly permitted me to expand. I’ve since been grateful for the extensive 
contributions of Jerry Beck, Howard Beckerman, Dave Butler, Colin and 
Timothy Cowles, Cole and Mark Johnson, Mark Kausler, Ron Magliozzi, Joy 
McIntire, Pietro Shakarian, Zoran Sinobad, and Tom Stathes.
